INTRODUCTION 

The  Pennsylvania  Fertilizer  Law,  Act  of  May  1,  1909,  with 
\)sequent  amendments,  requires  the  annual  registration  of  all 
jiducts  intended  for  fertilizing  or  manuring  purposes.    The  Act 
[icifically  exempts  the  dvmg  of  domestic  animals,  marl,  lime  and 
()d  ashes* 

Section  1  requires  the  following  infoimation  to  be  shown  on 
Eks  or  attached  cards:     (a)  The  number  of  pounds  of  fertilizer 
ctained  in  the  package;  (b)  the  name,  brand  or  trade  mark  imder 
tch  the  fertilizer  is  sold;  (c)  the  name  and  principal  address 
Ithe  manufacturer,  importer  or  other  person  putting  the 
f'tlllzer  on  the  market  in  this  Commonwealth;  (d)  guarantee  for 
Irogen;  (e)  guarantee  for  total  phosphoric  acid,  except  in  mixed 
t  superphosphate  fertilizers;  (f)  guarantee  for  available 
tsphorlc  acid;  (g)  guarantee  for  potash  soluble  in  distilled  water. 

In  the  case  of  Mixed  Fertilizers,  all  guarantees  must  be  in 
\n  units,  no  fractions  being  permitted  and  they  further  must  be 
iranteed  to  contain  at  least  16  vtnlts  of  plant  food,  based  upon 
urantees  for  nitrogen,  available  phosphoric  acid  and  water  soluble 
cash.    The  minimum  amourt  of  any  one  element  permitted  in  a 
etlllzer  is  1%. 

Applications  for  registration  are  forwarded  to  each  manufacturer 
tthe  end  of  the  calendar  year  and  it  is  necessary  to  report  on  same 
fc  preceeding  year's  tonnage  sales  of  each  brand  in  order  that 
lense  or  registration  fee  can  be  properly  dertved.    Tonnage  sales 
t  likewise  required  for  brands  even  though  they  are  not  to  be  re- 
eistered. 

The  Agents  of  the  Bureau  of  Foods  and  Chemistry  are  authorized 
cobtaiii  official  sanqiles,  which  together  with  reports  giving  full 
rormation  for  each  individual  3aii5)le,  are  forwarded  direct  to  the 
soratory  for  analysis.    Where  it  Is  found  that  these  official  samples 
c  duly  registered,  suialysis  is  proceeded  with  in  order  to  ascertain 
3to  whether  or  not  the  fertilizer  meets  its  guaranteed  analysis* 
ythls  method  also.  It  can  be  ascertained  which  brands  are  being 
lawfully  sold  with  respect  to  registration. 

During  the  year  1935  the  agents  of  the  Department  collected 
,01  official  samples  and  of  this  number  1,282  representing  476  brands, 
elstered  by  53  manufacturers  were  subjected  to  analysis  and  classified 
sf ollows :

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BRANDS  REGISTERED  AND  TONNAGE  SALES 
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The  registration  fee  for  each  new  brand  of  fertilizer  Is  $15 
and  where  old  brands  are  to  be  re-registered,  the  scale  of  fees  is 
as  follows:    0  t©  150  tons  $15,  over  150  tons  to  250  tons  $20, 
over  250  tons  to  400  tons  $30,  over  400  tons  to  500  tons  |40, 
over  500  tons  $50. 

Licenses  were  Issued  to  119  manufacturers  to  cover  sales 
of  their  brands  for  the  year  1955.    These  licenses  included  938 
brands  of  which  705  were  mixed  fertilizers  and  233  so  called  "base" 
materials,  such  as  nitrate  of  soda,  sulphate  of  ammonia,  bone,  etc. 

The  1935  applications  for  registration  showed  that  267,987 
tons  of  all  classes  of  fertilizers  were  sold  dviring  the  year  1934 
{comt)ared  with  231,977  tons  sold  during  1953)  and  classified  as 
follows:     Complete  Fertilizers,  168,354  tons;  Ground  Bone  Fertilizers, 
2,402  tons;  Superphosphate  Fertilizers,  55,844  tons;  Llnie  Phosphate 
Fertilizers,  5,511  tons;  Ammonlated  Phosphate  Fertilizers,  86  tons; 
Rock  and  Potash  Fertilizers,  9,720  tons;  and  Miscellaneous  Fertilizers, 
Including  the  following;  Tankage,  2,207  tons;  Dried  Blood,  25  tons; 
Kltrate  of  Soda,  486  tons;  Potash  Salts,  462  tons;  Sulphate  of 
Ammonia,  603  tons;  and  unclassified  2,087  tons. 

The  1934  tonnage  figure  reveals  that  there  was  supplied  5,910  tont:s= 
of  nitrogen,  30,168  tons  of  available  phosphoric  acid  and  11,728  tons  ' 
of  water  soluble  potash  or  a  total  of  47,806  tons  of  plant  food.  The 
amount  of  plant  food  is  in  excess  of  that  supplied  during  the  year 
1933,  namely  40,151  tons,

Of  the  1,282  official  samples  analyzed,  113  or  Q<,ei%  were 
fovind  to  be  deficient  in  one  or  more  elements  of  plant  food,  compared 
with  guarantees  to  the  extent  of  ,2%  of  more.    The  proportion  of 
deficiencies  is  considerably  lower  than  that  reported  for  the  year  1934», 

Considering  the  plant  food  elements  separately,  37  samples  OJ?  3,7 
were  found  to  be  deficient  in  nitrogen,  1  or  3,03^  deficient  in  total 
phosphoric  acid,  36  or  2,93^  deficient  in  available  phosphoric  acid 
and  44  or  4»25^  deficient  in  water  soluble  potash* 

Of  the  total  nxmber  of  fertilizers  analyzed,  950  were  complete 
fertilizers  and  98  or  10.32^  were  fo\md  to  be  deficient,  35  or  3,68^ 
deficient  In  nitrogen,  30  or  in  available  phosphoric  acid  and 

38  or  4%  in  water  soluble  potash. 

Where  the  word  "tobacco"  forms  a  part  of  the  brand  name,  the 
potash  must  not  be  in  the  form  of  chloride.  Only  1  sample  was  thus 
found,  where  the  potash  supplied  was  not  entirely  derived  from  sulphate,,]"'

The  average  retail  selling  price    for  Complete  Fertilizers  was  \f' 
$28.05  a  ton,  compared  with  $27.45  for  1934,  «1 


Of  the  32  samples  of  Groxond  Bone,  1  or  3,13?^  was  fotmd 
3ficient  in  total  phosphoric  acid.    Of  the  178  Superphosphate 
srtilizers,  2  or  1,12%  were  found  deficient  in  available  phosphoric 
cid.    Of  the  18  samples  of  Lime  Phosphate  Fertilizers,  1  or  5,56% 
as  deficient  in  available  phosphoric  acid.     Of  the  79  Rock  and 
atash  Fertilizers,  3  of  3,80/S  were  deficient  in  available  phosphoric 
sid  and  6  or  1,59%  were  deficient  in  water  soluble  potash.    The  25 
Lscellaneous  Fertilizers  included  9  sau^jles  of  Nitrate  of  Soda,  5  of 
ilphate  of  Ammonia,  1  of  Tanlcage,  2  of  Kainit,  4  of  Muriate  of  Potash, 
of  Cyanamid,  1  of  Ammo-Phos  and  1  Vegetable  By-Product,    Of  this 
Lass  2,  or  10,53$?  were  deficient  in  nitrogen. 

The  average  unit  values,  estimated  from  the  average  retail 
ailing  prices,  were  as  follows:    Nitrogen  #2,35,  Available  Phosphoric

Considering  the  1935  fertilizer  inspection,  it  will  be  noted 
aat  8,815^  of  all  samples  collected  were  fovind  to  be  deficient,  which 
3  an  improvement  over  the  previous  year's  Inspection,    Many  of  the 
unples  were  not  seriously  deficient  and  were,  to  a  large  extent, 
^1  ilanced  by  overages  in  other  elements,  so  that  there  was  no  monetary 
)3S  to  the  cons\3mer»    Action  was  taken  in  those  cases  where  the 
jficiencles  were  found  to  be  of  a  serious  nature.
